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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 
Goffstown, N. H., February 2, 1920. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Goffstown Independent 
School District: 


A year ago, in submitting my annual report, I called atten- 
tion to the low per cent of attendance for the fall term. I 
take pleasure in this report to note that the attendance for the 
‘ast fall term was unusually good, it being 97% with only 95 
tardy marks from an enrollment of 210, including the high 
school of 51. Very little sickness has occurred and no case 
of a contagious disease until after the Christmas holidays. 

We have two new assistants in the high school and a new 
teacher in the grammar room; otherwise our force remains 
the same. I can truthfully say that every teacher in the 
building is doing work of high excellence and no more could 
be said if I wrote volumes. The schools are all filled to 
capacity: the third and fourth grade room contains 46 pupils 
—too many for any teacher with two grades. The commer- 
cial course in the high school has an enrollment that fills to 
capacity the recitation room assigned to it and we cannot 
expand our courses as we would wish. Every year we have 
called your attention to the need of further courses in the 
mechanical and domestic arts, and for these we need increased 
facilities. The district must seriously consider the construc- 
tion of a new building in the very near future. We antici- 
pate that under the new school law that some action may 
be forced upon us if voluntary action is not taken. 

Attention is called to the report of the medical inspector. 
Too much cannof be said of this feature of the school work. 
Under the new law the work must be carried on and this 
year we have been fortunate in having the Goffstown branch 
of the Manchester Red Cross finance the school nurse. Her 
follow-up work is very valuable and: should be continued. 

This year for the first time your town report will contain 
two reports from the superintendent of schvols. Much that 
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he desires to say applies to both districts and space will not be 
taken here to repeat what is said elsewhere, therefore, I in- 
vite your attention to the report for the Town School District, 
where an analysis of some features of the new school law will 
be found and some general comments on the teacher problem 
confronting all the schools of the country. The tables of sta- 
tistics printed elsewhere should be carefully perused. The 
itables printed in the report for the town district will show 
comparative figures for the four school districts comprising 
this supervisory union.

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TOWN SGHOOL DISTRICT REPORT. 


Goffstown, N. H., February 2, 1920. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Goffstown Town School 
District: | 


I have the honor to present my first report as superinten- 
dent of your schools. There is much that I should like to 
say at this time, but space will not permit. Therefore, I re- 
frain from general comment and call your attention to the 
statistical tables appended, for details regarding attendance, 
teachers, salaries paid, etc. Especially will you note the com- 
parative table of figures for the fall term of this year and no- 
tice that your district does not make as good a showing in 
regular and prompt attendance as do the other districts com- 
prising this union. Pupils who are irregular in attendance 
are likely to fail of promotion. We lay out our programme 
to require an attendance of thirty-six weeks and only the un- 
usually bright child can do the work with irregular attend- 
ance. 

When the school board and superintendent made a care- 
ful survey of your school plants we found that much would be 
required to bring the old buildings up to a standard accept- 
able to the state authorities. Not a toilet in town could be 
approved. In order that you may have definite knowledge 
as to what is required in schoolhouse improvement, etce., I 
desire to analyze briefly some of the most pertinent features 
of the law as they relate to Goffstown. 

\ “The school board of every district shall provide standard 
elementary schools,” and the law thus defines a standard 
school. 1. “Maintained for at least thirty-six weeks in each 
year. (2) “Mantained in a suitable and sanitary building,” 
and the regulations of the State Board of Education provide 
‘that such a building (a) “shall be lighted from the left and 
rear only.” “The ratio of window area to floor area shall be 
not less than one to five.” (Not a school building in town 
meets these requirements.) (b) “Equipment for heating 
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must be adequate to furnish a minimum temperature of 68° 
‘and ventilation without drafts.” To meet this requirement 
every stove has been jacketted and a ventilation pipe is an 
‘essential factor to a good working jacket. (c) “Floors must 
be in good condition and oiled or swept with some dust-laying 
compound. Walls must be in good condition and of some 
light color. Papered walls have only temporary approval.” 
‘(Some floors are found to be drafty, otherwise most of them 
‘are in better condition than you would expect to find those of 
buildings so old. (d) “Toilets must be decent and! in sani- 
tary condition. They must be located in buildings free from 
\obscene markings and furnishing proper privacy.” ‘To bring 
ithe toilets to an acceptable condition a large outlay of money 
has been necessary. Kaustine toilets were installed in five 
schools: Pattee Hill, Paige Hill, Kennedy Hill, Kast Part and 
the Mountain schools. A new shed was required at Tibbetts’ 
Hill and the toilet at Grasmere still remains in an unsatisfac- 
tory condition.. (e) “Water for drinking purposes must be 
provided in a properly covered receptacle with faucet or bub- 
bler. Facilities for washing hands must also be provided. 
Common towels and drinking cups are prohibited by regula- 
tions of the State Board of Health.” Commenting upon the 
above requirements Commissioner Butterfield remarks: “This 
list of minimum requirements for temporary approval is in- 
tended to cover only such changes as are required to make 
schoolhouses decent and safe for children.” 

Continuing the requirements for a standard school we find 
(3) that it must be “equipped with approved furniture, 
‘books, maps and other necessary appliances.” (Some of the 
furniture of your schools can only be passed as temporarily 
approved.) (4) “Taught by an approved teacher.” Am ap- 
proved teacher is one holding a “permit,” “license” or “cer- 
tificate” from the State Board of Education, and such a 
teacher must teach under contract. No longer can high 
school girls, with no further training, teach in the schools 
of New Hampshire. Such prospective teachers must have 
attended at least one summer school session in an approved

normal school before they can receive a “permit.” Elsewhere 
in this report will be found further remarks regarding the 
pay of qualified teachers. (5) “Directed and supervised by 
an approved superintendent.” The analysis of other features 
of the law I deem more important, but in passing I may say 
that the superintendent is nominated at a joint meeting of 
the school boards representing the districts in the union—in 
this case, Goffstown Independent, Goffstown Town, Bedford 
and New Boston, form Supervisory Union, No. 19. He is 
elected by the State Board of Education, placed under con- 
tract, and is, therefore, a state officer respotr:sible for the en- 
forcement of the school laws of the state and the regulations 
of the state and local boards of education. (6) A’ standard 
school shall have “suitable provision for the care of the 
health and physical welfare of all pupils.’ Under this regu- 
lation your medical inspection is being carried on by Dr. 
Maurice Stark, and, through the generosity of the Goffstown 
Branch of the Manchester Chapter of the Red Cross; Miss 
Marjorie Perkins, R. N. No other feature of the law has 
produced better results. Already its good effects are seen 
in cleaner children, free from all vermin. Much yet remains 
to be done in the nature of “follow-up work.” 

The finances for the schools are thus provided. “The select- 
men in each town shall assess an annual tax of ($3.50) 
three dollars and fifty cents on each thousand dollars of the 
value of the ratable estates taxable therein,” and “the school. 
board of each district in its annual report shall state in detail 
the additional sums of money, if any, which will be required 
during the ensuing fiscal year for the purchase of text-books, 
scholars’ supplies, flags and appurtenances; for the payment 
of the tuition of the pupils in high schools and academies; 
and for the payment of all other statutory obligations of the 
district. The selectmen of the town, in their next annual 
assessment, shall assess upon the taxable property of the 
district a sum sufficient to meet the obligations above enumer- 
ated, with such alterations thereof as may be voted by the dis- 
trict, and when collected shall pay the same over to the dis- 
trict treasurer.”

“In any district in which the money produced by a tax 
of five dollars on a thousand dollars of the value of the 
ratable estates in the district is insufficient to maintain the 
required elementary and special schools, and the purchase 
of the required text-books, scholars’ supplies, flags and ap- 
purtenances, the state shall provide the balance of the 
money necessary from the money appropriated for that pur- 
pose by the provisions of this act. In other words, the school 
district must vote money enough jn addition to a $3.50: tax to 
maintain standard schools as above defined, or vote to raise 
$5.00 on a thousand dollars of valuation. The purpose of 
the budget, published elsewhere by your school board is to 
show to the district whether or not it is advisable for the 
voters to raise the $5 tax, or vote the amount asked for by 
the school board. 

One other feature of the law must be commented upon in 
this report—that relating to Americanization—for under diffi- 
cult conditions an Americanization school is being conducted 
with two teachers at the Mast Road school. “Any school 
district may maintain an evening school as a part of its public 
school system, and every district in which resides or are 
employed fifteen or more persons between the ages of six- 
teen and twenty-one years who cannot read and speak the 
English language understandingly shall maintain an even- 
ing or special day school.” “Every school district in which 
reside or are employed twenty or more persons above the age 
of twenty-one years, who cannot read and speak the English 
language understandingly shall maintain schools for the in- 
struction of such non-English speaking persons . . .” 

I have said that a night school is being maintained under 
difficulties. I might also say that even the day school at 
the Mast Road is held under difficulties. We have been 
obliged to send all pupils from that district, who are above 
the fifth grade, either to the Varney school in Manchester or 
to Goffstown Independent school, paying car fare and tuition. 
Neither Manchester nor Goffstown can accommodate any 
more. I expect that next year Manchester will refuse to 
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take any. Besides the twenty odd pupils going to our own 
schools there are according to the report of the enumerator, 
ninety-seven others attending the parochial schools. Many 
of these want to go to the Mast Road school but will not as 
long as the conditions there remain the same. Their parents 
are virtually forced to pay a double tax to school their chil- 
dren. The need of a new building in this part of the town is 
imperative, and your school board have inserted the proper 
article in your warrant. | 
Further comment on the law could be made did space 
permit, but the matter of teachers’ salaries should also engage 
your attention. Your district has not felt the shortage of 
teachers as keenly as many districts because your force is 
largely local. Indeed New Hampshire has been more fortunate 
than many of the states, as witness the statements of Superin- 
tendent Thomas, of the state of Maine, in the Boston Herald 
of December 28 last, and the proclamations of the governors 
of New Jersey and Ohio to their people.* So fortunate, in 
fact, have we been that many citizens do not yet realize that 
there has been, is, and will continue to be a shortage of teach- 
ers until we make compensation and living conditions suffi- 
ciently attractive to retain competent teachers and to induce 
others to train for the work. This we are not now doing, 
and the following facts secured by the State Board! of Edu- 
ieation of your own state ought to bring this forcibly to your 
minds, and as Chairman Streeter says:** “Unless our public 
schools can be provided with competent teachers, we may as 
well voluntarily petition ourselves into educational bank- 
rupicy. Schools and schoolhouses without teachers need 
no administration.” 
» Statistics from 203 school districts of the state show the 
average wage of their 788 teachers in mixed schools (like 
our own) to be $582; this for 1919-20, this school year, and 
not before the war. “Compare the foregoing wages with the

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annual wages paid to women employees in the ordinary work 
of the largest cotton mill in this state for the years 1913 
and 1919.” In 1913 for a 58-hour week and in 1919 for a 
48-hour week:

“You will note that they are now receiving almost twice 
as much as more than one-third of our entire body of ele- 
“mentary school teachers.” Girls in domestic service in New 
Hampshire are receiving, including board, $760 to $884 as 
an annual wage. Is it any wonder that teachers are restless! 
You may complain that the outlay for your schools is large 
but it must be very plain that it cannot be made less by hiring 
“cheaper teachers.” It can’t be done. 

It was felt by many that the members of the school board 
would have very little to do under the new law, but I am 
sure that your school board will testify that their duties 
have been no less arduous. My thanks are due for their cor- 
dial co-operation and support. 

In the death of Mr. George H. Bartlett the school lost an 
ardent supporter and the district a faithful officer.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD OF THE TOWN 
DISTRICT. 


The following is presented as the sixty-ninth annual report 
relating to the schools in Goffstown and the thirty-ninth re- 
port of the school board under the present school system. 

The school house at Parker’s has been closed during the 
year and the pupils transferred to the Independent district at 
Goffstown. 

We wish to commend our teachers for their work during the 
year and to extend our thanks to the selectmen for the use of 
the hall at Grasmere for memorial and graduation exercises 
at the close of the spring term when a class of nine received 
certificates. | 

A law was enacted by the legislature at its last session mak- 
ing supervision compulsory, and taking effect September 1, 
1919. Under this law we are grouped with Bedford, New 
Boston and the Independent District, making Supervisory 
union, No. 19. 

On the evening of May 26 the school boards of this union 
met in the high school rooms at Goffstown and elected Mr. 
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Howard L. Winslow superintendent of this district. The 
general supervision of our schools is now in his hands. 

, On January 8 we were called upon to mourn the loss of one 
of our band, Mr. George H. Bartlett, whose sudden death cast 
a shadow over the entire community. While this was Mr. 
Bartlett’s first year in school board work he was well fitted for 
the work and we feel that the town has suffered a great loss in 
his death. 

The voters of the district we invited to attend the annual 
meeting at Grasmere on the 20th day of March next, at two 
o'clock in the afternoon. Attention is called to the follow- 
ing budget:
